CHURCH 
Brought Under 
Control After 
5-Hour Fight 


This city’s worst fire in at least four years gutted the b asement and 
sanctuary of the First Baptist church, E. State st. and S. Lincoln ave., early 
this morning. A $6,000 organ was destroyed. 
A smoldering b la/e, apparently originating in the under-structure of 
the choir loft at the southern section of the b uck edifice, whipped through 
the b asement section, ate up through the choir loft floor and followed a 
hot air duct north through the sanctuary. 
Rev. Rob ert J. Hunter, pastor of the church, was tumb le to estim ate 
the dam age b ut it was unofficially placed a t around $25.000 The b uilding 
and church equipment was insured for $13,500, C. V. Williams, chairm an 
of the b oard of trustees, .said. 
The western wing of the b uilding, which contains Sunday school 
rooms, a prayer meeting room, a kitchen and storage space was undamaged 
b y the fire, b ut smoke and w ater damage was severe. 
7 he b rick b uilding, the interior of which was of wooden construction,

First The Foundation 
The state Senate has p assed the Daniels-Cramer 
bill to raise Ohio school standards. The House will op en 
hearings on the bill In a few day s. 
The bill’s p urp ose Is to modernize Ohio’s school 
foundation law, which was p assed in 1935 to establish 
a financial floor under the p ublic school sy stem It Is 
more than a salary relief measure. That hap p ens to 
be the asp ect of greatest immediate interest because 
of current agitation to raise schoolteachers' p ay . 
The long-range effect of p assing 
the Daniels- 
Cramer bill in any thing like the form ap p roved by the 
Senate would be the continued imp rovement of p ublic 
school standards. 
This cannot be done without the 
more adequate financing which the bill makes p ossible 
The p rincip le of state standards for p ubllc-school 
education was established in 1912 under Governor 
Cox . Before that time, p ublic schools were run on a 
catch-as-catch-can basis 
For a third of a century 
Ohio's schools have been getting better. The Daniels- 
Cramer bill lu 1947 is merely the means of assuring 
their continued imp rovement by allocating a larger 
share of state funds.

There had been 
rep orts that the “mourning p eriod’’ would be ex tended 
until safety conditions were reviewed at all the na­ 
tion’s mines.

The Lilienihal Issue 
The handling of the Llllenthal issue in the U. 8 
Senate suggests that atomic energy is too big for most 
of the officials now on deck. 
Unless they grow up suddenly to the resp onsibility 
which atomic fission has thrust up on them, die fam­ 
ous A-bomb may be the least of our troubles. 
There were bigger fish to fty in the Lllienthal mat­ 
ter than the fish that got Into the p an. The sp ectacle 
of Lilienthal's cheering section try ing to out-holler 
Tennessee* MrKellar Is enough to make a conscient­ 
ious p atroit get the screaming meemies. 
David E. Lllienthal Is not an Indisp ensable man, 
but just another lawy er who came to Washington with 
the New Deal. Because he is known as a sp ecial p lead­ 
er for p ublic ownership of p ower sources, he shouldn’t 
have been ap p ointed to the chairmanship of the Atomic 
Energy 'Commission. But Mr Truman did ap p oint him, 
and that should have been the signal for a showdown 
on the ax he was grinding. Instead, we have had Mc- 
Kellar and hoorah and p rop aganda and communist 
witch-hunting. 
Atomic fission is the ultimate source of p hy sical 
p ower on earth. In 25 y ears It p robably will be what 
p etroleum Is today —the key to military p ower, social 
advancement, the innchine age, p olitical control. 
The issue is whether this source of energy is going 
to be reserved to the stute through absolute p ublic 
ownership and control, or whether it is going to be 
turned over to p rivate enterp rise under rules laid 
down and enforced by the state. 
Lllienthal stands for p ublic ownership . He made 
his record in TVA. The reason he is being resisted is 
because there still are a great many Americana who 
challenge tlie right of the state to comp ete with its 
own citizens in fields where it has no right to be. 
We think atomic energy , once the hy steria about 
the A-bomb has subsided, Is going to be n field in 
which the state has no right to be.

SCHENECTADY, N. Y —A new 
world record for rotational speed—

The new Record, involving rigid 
shafts only, was achieved on a m i­ 
crotome, a device used to slice ui- 
tra-thin specimens of plastic, metal. !

E F Fullam, GE scientist, ex­ 
plained last night that the micro­ 
tome is a three horse power motor 
rated at 
120.000 revolutions ’per 
minute. It is enclosed end operated 
in a vacuum similar to that in a 
radio tube.

tem peratures dropped 
to 28

grees.

Ellenwood also told rural Ohioans 
that infra-red

WASHINIGTON,

5—I t ’s 
hard to pu t on paper the sense of 
awareness and of life a m an gets 
from living and working in W ash­ 
ington. 
Men who work here, particu larly 
newspapermen, 
talk 
a 
lot abou t 
it and here is a story which one 
of th*m telLs, trying to explain it: 
Back home, In the city where I 
worked. I had a pretty good job, 
and a lot of friends. The fu tu re 
seemed all right. Nothing changed 
mu ch. 
W hat happened to my friends 
or neighbors or the people I knew 
seemed very im portant and very 
close. 
Things that happened elsewhere 
seemed a little more vagu e, a little 
less real. 
I gu ess a model citizen shou ld 
be Intensely interested 
in every­ 
thing th at happens anywhere. 
I wou ldn't know. I’m only trying 
to tell you how it was with me and 
what happened to me. 
Take the U. S. Su preme cou rt, 
for example. 
It m ight make a decision th a t 
wou ld deeply affect m e and my 
neighbors back home and maybe 
change the eou rse of ou r lives. 
I’d kno w 
it 
was 
hnpnrt-ant. 
I 
co uld see why . fitill, it was hard 
fo r me to make It co me aliv e. 
I had never seen the cou rt, or 
the 
nine ju stices, 
and 
somehow 
what they did seemed remote even 
thou gh it tou ched me. 
Or take congress. O ften I ’d get 
confu sed or angry trying to follow 
what it did day by day. I know 
now some of the anger was ju sti­ 
fied 
And when congressmen wrangled, 
I’d say: "They’re ju st like the poli­ 
ticians here 
at 
home.” And, of 
cou rse, they are. 
So, a little nu m b to everything 
that happened ou t-side my own city 
or my own state, I came to W ash­ 
ington I began to change. 
I began to think in terms that 
were wider than the o utskirts o f 
a city o r the bo rders of a state. I 
co uldn’t help it. 
I wasn’t here lo ng befo re I had 
the tremendo us sense o f life that 
co mes fro m being in the middle o f 
actio n that is changing liv es, my 
o wn included: 
The President,congress, the S u ­ 
preme cou rt, the government de­ 
partm ents with their hu ndreds of 
thou sands of people, and the whole 
thing 
moving, 
pu lling, 
tu gging, 
thinking, acting. 
Back home I had preju dices, the 
same 
my 
friends and 
neighbors 
had. We grew u p with them Some 
of them got softened u p here, or 
washed away. 
Why ? Becau se there were people 
here from everywhere in the United 
States. 
They 
may have 
brou ght 
preju dices with them. Bu t not mine. 
S’ome of m ine seemed silly 
to 
them. Some of theirs seemed du mb 
to me. O u r preju dices ru bbed against 
one another and were worn away 
a bit 
And fo r the first time I had a 
sense o f the who le co untry because 
the who le co untry was represented 
here. 
Su re enou gh. The congressmen, 
a lot of them. w« ere ju st local poli­ 
ticians who had gradu ated to the 
big school. 
At tim es the best of them still 
thou ght in local terms, doing fa­ 
vors for the home folks, trying to 
get. favors for their city or their 
state 
Bu t most of the time they had 
to think of the whole cou ntry, of 
workers, bu sinessmen, teachers, chil­ 
dren, old people, rich and poor, 
the whole su rging mass th at makes 
u p America. They had to act for 
them. 
What hapi>ened in congress every 
day was changing, a little here and 
a little there, the direction of Amer­ 
ica. 
Close u p I cou ld u nderstand bet­ 
ter. and with intense interest, the 
wrangling, the delays and the a r­ 
gu ments in congress. 
Here were men fro m ev ery where, 
try ing to wo rk o ut pro blems af­ 
fecting u s all by y ielding a little 
and demanding a little, wrangling, 
sho uting, talking, v o ting, thinking, 
cho o sing up sides. 
And beating throu gh all the words 
and actions of today is the reali­ 
zation there’ll be more tomorrow, 
maybe more im portant, far-reach- 
mg things to be handled as they 
rock along on the tide history.
